FLIGHTS:  Two  round-trip  flights  to  Amsterdam,  from  Oakland  International 
Airport.  The  first  leaves  Saturday,  May  17,  1969  and  returns  Sunday,  June  15, 
1969.  The  second  leaves  Tuesday,  August  26,  1969,  and  returns  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 22,  1969.  Passengers  must  return  on  the  same  flight  they  leave  on;  that 
is,  those  leaving  in  May  must  return  in  June,  unless  they  arrange  for  occupancy 
of  their  seat.  There  are,  however,  5  one-way  seats  to  Europe  available  on  the 
August  flight. 

ACCOMMODATIONS:  World  Airways  Boeing  Intercontinental  707  jet  aircraft, 
with  seats  for  183  passengers,  83  of  which  on  each  flight  are  reserved  for  sub- 
scribers to  Pacifica  Foundation  (KPFA-KPFK).  The  price  includes  round  trip 
transportation  to  and  from  Amsterdam,  from  Oakland,  first-class  meals,  com- 
plimentary bar  service,  44  lbs.  baggage  allowance.

We  would  put  to  the  test  the  maxim  "Silence  is  Golden."  To  survive  KPFA  will 
have  to  have  a  marathon.  We  must  realize  at  least  as  much  in  contributions  as  we 
did  last  year  to  continue  operating. 

A  short  marathon  can  be  fun  for  everyone-  it  stirs  us  up,  can  be  exciting,  human, 
and  dramatic;  but  a  long  marathon  gets  to  be  a  desperate,  harrowing  struggle 
for  all  of  us.

The  music  programs  this  month  touch 
upon  many  different  worlds  of  expression. 
They  range  from  a  12th  Century  Bengalese 
love  song  to  sounds  generated  by  a  com- 
puter via  a  digital  to  analog  converter. 

The  Schwetzingen  Festival  is  sponsored 
by  the  Southwest  German  Radio  and  pre- 
sents many  rarely  performed  works.  We 
will  broadcast  seven  of  the  concerts  this 
month,  including  works  by  Kraus,  Danzi, 
von  Maidere,  and  von  Winter,  18th  Century 
composers  who  were  all  of  note  in  their 
time,  Mozart  and  Haydn.  In  honor  of  the 
Rossini  Centennial  there  is  a  wonderful 
program  of  his  arias  and  one  consisting  of 
his  Stabat  Mater.  The  dates  of  these  broad- 
casts are  listed  opposite  in  the  Highlights 
section 

Federico  Mompou  was  born  in  Catalonia 
toward  the  end  of  the  19th  Century  and 
died  only  recently.  He  wrote  short  works, 
most  of  them  for  piano,  of  extreme  beauty 
and  sensuality.  Stylistically  they  are  not 
unlike  Debussy  and  Satie,  and  yet  they  have 
without  question  a  form  and  life  all  their 
own.  It  is  a  joy  to  be  able  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  music  of  a  "new"  com- 
poser. On  February  25th  Anna  Carol  Dud- 
ley and  Julian  White  will  perform  many  of 
his  pieces.  A  sketch  of  his  life  will  also  be 
included.  He  is  a  unique  and  delicate  figure 
and  his  music  should  be  awaited  with  the 
greatest  expectancy. 

Among  our  live  broadcasts  we  will  present 
a  studio  concern  on  February  27th  with 
Marilyn  Thompson,  pianist,  who  was  a  fi- 
nalist in  the  recent  San  Francisco  Sym- 
phony Foundation  Auditions.  Studio  con- 
certs with  Gita  Karasik,  first  prize  winner, 
and  other  finalists  are  planned  for  the 
spring. 

There  will  also  be  programs  of  music  from 
other  countries,  including  a  good  deal  of 
Indian  music:  folk  songs,  the  marvellous 
love  poem  Gita  Govinda  on  St.  Valen- 
tine's night,  and  Graheme  Vanderstoel's 
regular  program  of  new  releases  from  In- 
dia. Finally,  contemporary  music  from  Bel- 
gium. Germany.  Italy,  Poland,  and  America, 
including  a  broadcast  on  one  of  the  most 
exciting  developments  in  new  music:  the 
computer  generated  sound  program  un- 
der development  at  Stanford  University.

ESTATE  PLANNING 

by  Russell  R.  Caprio 

Some  of  the  questions  that  have  been  addressed  to  this  department  in  the  closing 
weeks  of  1968  have  betrayed  certain  emotions  which  were  understandable  in  the  light 
of  human  nature:  one  was  panic  and  the  other  was  skepticism.  The  panic  was  most 
probably  due  to  the  feeling  that  time  was  running  out,  that  there  just  wasn't  enough 
time  left  before  December  31st  to  effect  any  significant  change  in  the  writer's  tax  pic- 
ture. As  for  the  skepticism,  there  is  a  natural  reluctance  to  accept  new  or  radical  ideas, 
in  any  area  of  human  activity,  and  this  is  most  particularly  true  of  ideas  that  promise 
panaceas  or  dramatic  gains  over  past  performance. 

Those  of  us  who  must  contend  with  this  each  December  of  each  year  share  the  frus- 
tration experienced  by  the  tax-payer.  In  each  January  we  vow  to  not  let  it  happen  again, 
to  do  everything  possible  to  advise  all  and  sundry  of  the  available  avenues  open  to  bet- 
ter tax-planning  — and  to  do  this  now,  today,  early  in  the  year.  Certainly  in  most  cases 
the  panic  that  sets  in  around  the  middle  of  December  is  justified.  In  most  cases  it  is 
rather  late  to  accomplish  much  of  significance  under  the  pressure  of  closing  out  a  year. 
Perhaps  a  few  loose  strings  can  be  tied  up,  eg.,  money  can  be  dumped  into  a  Self-Em- 
ployed  Retirement  Plan  (HR  10),  or  perhaps  someone  might  fall  into  an  attractive  pre- 
paid interest  deal  in  real  estate.  By  and  large,  however,  most  of  those  who  go  through 
this  traumatic  experience  every  December  invariably  end  up  defeated:  they  are  also 
invariably  able  to  trace  the  problem  to  its  source:  eleven  months  of  procrastination. 
So  much  for  the  panic. 

What  about  the  skepticism?  Several  of  the  letters  we  have  received  in  December 
asked,  in  essence:  "What  is  this  stuff  about  giving  away  property  and  ending  up  richer 
than  before?  Maybe  you  ought  to  explain  that  because  it  sounds  pretty  weird."  All 
right,  let's  investigate  further  this  idea: 

Dr.  X  and  Mr.  Y  have  each  succeeded  in  amassing  estates  with  assets  valued  at 
$500,000.  Dr.  X,  after  applying  the  marital  deduction  of  $250,000  (or  Vi  of  the  net 
estate  in  a  community  property  state  such  as  California),  and  further  reducing  his 
net  estate  by  a  specific  exemption  of  $60,000,  ends  up  with  a  net  taxable  estate  of 
$  1 90,000,  upon  which  his  heirs  will  pay  estate  taxes  of  $47,700. 
Mr.  Y,  on  the  other  hand,  decides  to  make  a  substantial  gift  to  KPFA,  $150,000, 
payable  to  the  station  upon  his  death  in  the  form  of  proceeds  of  a  life  insurance 
policy.  While  he  names  KPFA  irrevocable  beneficiary  of  the  insurance  proceeds, 
he  nevertheless  wishes  to  retain  an  incident  of  ownership  in  the  policy  — allowing 
himself  along  with  the  beneficiary  to  exercise  the  right  of  surrender  or  the  right  to 
borrow  against  the  policy.  His  annual  premium  of  $4,800  (assuming  age  45)  is 
deductible  for  income  tax  purposes.  Mr.  Y  now  has  an  estate  of  $650,000,  since  we 
must  now  include  the  extra  $150,000  in  his  estate.  At  the  same  time  we  have  a 
higher  marital  deduction,  now  $325,000.  Therefore,  after  the  marital  deduction  the 
estate  of  $325,000  is  further  reduced  to  $175,000  after  taking  the  $150,000  char- 
itable deduction.  It  is  finally  reduced,  after  the  $60,000  specific  exemption,  to  a  net 
taxable  estate  of  $1  15,000.  The  heirs  will  pay  estate  taxes  on  this  in  the  amount 
of  $25,200. 

Mr.  Y's  estate  will  pay  $22,500  less  than  the  estate  of  Dr.  X.  Further,  over  a  20- 
year  period,  assuming  both  men  are  in  the  50%  bracket,  Dr.  X  will  fork  over  to  the 
IRS  $48,000  more  in  income  taxes  than  Mr.  Y.  The  total  tax  saving  to  Mr.  Y  is 
obviously  $70,500.  A  question  for  the  Doctor:  How  many  patients  must  he  treat 
to  make  up  this  loss? 
In  the  hypothetical  situation  illustrated,  Mr.  Y's  gift  to  KPFA  would  generate  con- 
servatively at  current  interest  rates  an  income  to  the  station,  in  perpetuity,  of  approxi- 
mately $12,000  per  year,  an  amount  sufficient,  we  would  guess,  to  substantially  re- 
duce the  intensity  of  Alfred  Partridges'  Excedrin  headache.  In  this  illustration  Mr.  Y 
and  KPFA  were  the  winners  and  Dr.  X  and  the  IRS  were  the  losers  — although  the  IRS 
undoubtedly  found  some  comfort  in  the  company  of  Dr.  X. 

One  more  word  of  caution  to  Dr.  X:  the  year  is  young  and  much  can  be  done,  per- 
haps, in  1969  to  lessen  the  tax-bite,  which  you  may  have  found  unbearably  painful  in 
the  year  that  has  ended.  Seek  out  competent  counsel  to  review  your  estate  and  income 
situation  in  the  light  of  your  obligations  and  your  objectives.  Many  of  your  professional 
colleagues  have  effected  tax  savings  by  the  use  of  such  shelters  as  HR  10  and  the  use  of 
real  estate  for  depreciation,  both  legitimate  and  acceptable  methods  under  the  law. 
Others  have  already  begun  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  professional  incorporation, 
recently  voted  into  law  in  California  under  Senate  Bill  53.  More  will  be  written  in  these 
columns  on  this  subject  —  still  a  bone  of  contention  in  the  courts.
